An OU LrktherP ocket-Book Carried 


Through the Revolutionary War still 
in Existence—Its Contents 


About a month or six weeks ago Mrs. 


Elluabetb Ekel, the wife of John Ekcl, 
who died in 1803, passed to iho belter 
world at tbe advanced age of eighty years. 
For many yean she tesldrd about eight 
tulles and a half southeast of Decatur, la 
Blue Hound township. 
Tho first wife of 


Mr. Michael Elson, of this cily. was a 
daughter of this old lady. Among her 
effects her administrator, Mr. Noah Ja- 
cobs, found an old and well-worn leather 
pocket-book, containing six pieces uf 


CONTINENTAL PAl'KH MONEY; 


two Ohio |5 bank bills bearing dale 1SW 
and '51 respectively; and a lot of old cop- 
per coin, dated 1814, 181.1, 1818 and 1(83. 
Among the coppers Is an American half 
cent piece, about the site of a silver SO 
cent piece of to-day, dated ISM. 
. 


The Continental money Is printed on 


small pieces of rude bond paper, 8x«t 
Inches In site, and are of, the following 
denominations: 
One-sixth of a dollar, 


two-thirds of a dollar, one-third of a dol- 
lar, half s dollar and a four shilling piece. 


The following Is an exact copy of the 


last-named piece: 


"Four shillings, No. 8477. TntsBitx

In one corner is a cut showing a ship at 


full sail, a rude looking plow, and three 
sheaves of wheat. On the reverse side 
are these word!: "Four shillings; lo coun- 
terfeit Is DEATH. Philadelphia: printed 
by John Dunlap, 1777." 


Tbi other denominations named resem- 


ble each other in fbupu and form, and 
were all Issued In 1770. The half dollar 
piece has a cut representing a sun dial, 
with tbo sun blitzing down upon It. Be- 
neath the dial arc iho words, "Mind Your 
Business." On tbe reverse side are a tot 
of rings linked together in a circle, repre- 
senting the thirteen States, and In the 
centre are the words, "We are one." 


But tbo rarest specimen In the collec- 


tion is an ancient Spanish silver coin, 
about Iho size of an American dollar, 
much defaced by age, but the dale, 1818, 
Is still plainly visible. 


Tbe old pocket-book, with Itl time- 


worn contents, had been carefully preserv- 
ed by Mrs. Ekcl in her lifetime, and was 
one of her most valued possessions. She 
priMd tho book very highly, and often 
related Its history, which is too lengthy 
for publication. In brief, the book was 
the property of her husband's father, who* 
at one lime was on General Washington'* 
staff. 
He carried the book with bin 


through the revolutionary war, and Ihe 
continental money above described waa 
among Us contents when he died.

tional oases tho city constructed tho 
sidewalk and assessed the exponso of 
this improvement against tho properly 
as Imek luxrt. The owner refused to 
wy, and it bung over tho property for 
several years, and after he disposed of 
tho property the purchaser was corn- 
lolled to redeem in order to remove tho 
cloud in the title lo kis property.

only improvement made by the board 
out of this comparatively large revenue 
was the construction of a few street 
crossings; the balance of the funds 
went trward liquidating the salaries 
the conscientious board voted to them- 
selves.

[inet and orderly as tiny plnco of its 
SMIO in tho state, and no terror has ox- 
stcil except the terror that exists in 
the minds of all violators ofluw, as it is 
loubtloH.i tnte some liquors have been 
wrought in and sold in violation of the 
[Initud States and state laws, and in 
violation of city ordinances ; and if ter- 
ror existed at all these violators brought 
t ou themselves. 
In a financial view 


Macon stands well for tho crisis through 
which wu have passed. 
None of our 


business men have failed or compromia 
od with their creditors, and wccertainly 
are getting our share of trade. 
Wo are 


•otting grain from farmers west of Blue 
Mound—and, in fact, some of tho grain 
dealers at that enterprising place thought 
seriously of hauling the grain out of 
their elevators over to Macon and soil- 
ing it to our dealers, 
Domestic prii'o 


alooe prevented them from doing it. 
We also controlled tho grain business 
beyond the Dceatur, Sullivan and Mat 
toon H. U. on tho oast, and in some in- 
stances our customers came from fire to 
seven miles southeast of Moawnrjuiv, and 
we even mot Decatur half way.
